WHY FARMERS ADVANCE 
SLOWLY. 
—- ¢ —— 
HOSE who advocate changes in our 
fi system of agriculture forget that at 
best changes or improvements in agr!- 
culture take time. A farmer cannot suddenly 
switch over from arable to grass, or from 
corn to sheep, even if the conditions under 
which he works are suitable for such a trans- 
formntion. Almost any change involves 
fresh capital outlay, and few farmers are in 
a favourable position in that respect. Pro- 
gress is retarded not so much by want of 
thought as by want of money. 

Because a farmer does not immediately 
adopt the advice—often contradictory—of his 
numerous mentors, one must not assume that 
he is spot-bound; that he is a creature of 
tradition and routine. So slender in many 
cases are his resources that he cannot afiord 
to take undue risks. He can only advance 
by one step at a time. As a rule, he can 
cnly scrape and adapt out of savings, and 
savings are hard to come by. The intelli- 
gent farmer realises that an outlook that )s 
rigid and negative presents serious obstacles 
to any adjustment to new conditions. The 
scientist who has his roots in the soil appre- 
ciates the farmer's difficulties and eschews 
gener lisations. 

It is fortunate that the men to whom, for 
the most part, farmers look for guidance are 
able, through their educational farms, to 
submit their theoriés to the crucial test of 
£ s. d. Farmers owe much to science; their 
fertilisers, machinery and impreved plants 
are examples. On the other hand, in matters 
of crop-production - and | stock-feeding — the 
scientist can still learn much from the 
farmer. On the distributive side the main 
problem to be solved is the lessening of the 
gap between wholesale and retail prices.

PREPARATIONS FOR HATCHING. 


N Christmas markets is over, poultry- 
keepers must again be up and doing, 
for the hatching season enters with the New 
Year. Some, no doubt, have already begun 
their hatching operations, and-ail others ought 
at least to make immediate preparations, ior 
early hatching is of primary importance, 
especially when egg production is the prm- 
cipal ‘field of activity. 


Preparing the Incubator, 


No time should he lost in looking after the 
incubator aud supplying any parts missing ei 
broken. It is very foolish to put off doing 
this until thre day when yen want-to set i 


up, for then. something is sure tobe ‘wrong, 


and perhaps it will.sGean a delay of a week 
of tore” before “the particular *part* needed = 
supplied, if it has to be got by post. 

Rusts by testing the thermometer ;

Housing and Storing the Incubator. 


To get the “best: resnits, the incubator 
should be ‘suitably housed in a room or shed 
free ivom draughts, with an even, well-venti- 
lated. atmosphere; vibrations and sudden 
shocks should bé guarded “against as far as 
possible, and the temperattre of the room 
sliould not be subject to sudden or great 
variations. The ideal temperature of such a 
room er shed would be about 65 degrees F. 
The machine should never be placed against a 


wall, but at léast a foot away, from it. so as | 


to allow for adequate circulation of air all 
round tt. Moreover, the top of the machine 
should not be used as a table or. receptacle 
for the family portraits or ornaments. as we 
have reason to know is customary with some 
folks. ‘There should be no weights or de- 
corations placed on it: it is for utility and 
not for. ornament. 

In the case of a beginner, .who has. not 
previously used an incubator, the machine 
sheold be set going almost a week before it 
is likely to be required. In this way. the 
operator will become acquainted with its 
management, and, as. well as. undergoing a 
test,” the machine’ will ‘become thoroughly 
warmed for the eggs. To get wp, the. tem- 
nerature the lamp may be fun with a higher 
flame-than when the eggs are in, and then 
when the regulator is working properly, and 
the. machine keeping an even. temperature, 
the eggs may be safely put in. .The tempera- 
ture shoald be between 102 and 105 degrees 
when the eggs are pnt in, and care should be 
taken that this temperatureis regained about 
twenty-four hours afterwards.

The first three days of the hatch are the 
most- important, as if the eggs become chilled 
during this-time the result will be. a failure; 
similatlv, if the temperature suddenly runs 
ny during the early stages. “addled ” eggs 
will be the consequences.

ORGANISED MARKETING. 


& 


PRODUCERS AS SALESMEN. 
D~ ADDISON, British Minister for 


Agriculture, states that the object 
of the Agricultural Marketing Bill, 
now before the House of Commons, is 
to organise marketing, and not to 
rotect markets. The assertion that the 
ill is useless without control of. im- 
ports is based on. a misconception of what 
the bill sets out to do, which is to secure, 
under producer direction, the efficient 
marketing of home products, whether sub- 
ject to the competition of imports or not. 
Many producers in Britain are opposed to 
the bill, because it tends to restrict freedom 
of individual action. ' cia 
The bill was introduced by the Govern- 
ment at the end of last session for M om 
of disscussion. On the day before the House 
adjourned for the. Christmas. recess, Dr. 
Addison ré-introduced the bill in an amended 
form. Although the bill has in no way been 
changed in principle, some of the amend- 
ments are of consequence. 

A new clause has been introduced em 
powering the Minister to appoint one or 
more Reorganisation Commissions, which will 
have a dual function. The primary fanction 
of a Commission will be to examine existing 
methods and arrangements, and to san Ais á 
detailed scheme for regulating the marketing 
of a particular product by. the produegrs 
thereof, and the Minister will be required 
to take steps. to further the consideration of 
the scheme by the producers concerned. It 
will then be within the absolute discretion of 
producers "to adopt and submit the scheme, 
a its entirety, in a modified form or not at 
all. 

The secondary duty of a Commission will 
be to investigate, if so required by the 
Minister, the relation of other interests (such 
as manufacturers or distributors) to’ any 
scheme with a view to securimg their co- 
operation. This new. clause should meet 
with the approval both of those who. had 
misgivings as to the use which farmers would 


‘make of te bill, and of these. who regard the 


solution of problems, such as the milk 
surplus, as impracticable, unless the manu- 
facturing and distributive interests are con- 
sulted and participate. 

Other amendments provide for the exemp- 
tion of* classes’ of sales, as well as of ‘classes 
of producers, for enabling a. board to secure 
for its producers the business advantage of 
bulk purchase of agricultaral requisites, and 
for increasing thá usefulness of a board by 
permitting it to rantee an agricultural 
charge (under the Axricultural Credits Act, 
1928), when created bya registered producer.

HOW TO PREVENT THEM.

Many interesting stellar objects, are to 
be found among these winter constella- 
tions, and of all degrees of telescopic 
difficulty. Castor, in Gemini, is the finest 
binary star in the northern hemisphere ; 
and, with the exception of Alpha Centaati, 
in the whole heavens. A two-inch tele- 
cope shows it easily. Iota and Ea 
Geminorum, third-magnitude stars not 
from Pollux, are more difficult examples. 
Rigel, the brilliant white star in Orion's 
foot, has a companion which is a good test 
for a small telescope. It is not really 
difficult, but the least scattering of light 
by a defective lens drowns it.in the rays 
of the big star. Zeta Cancri is a beautiful 
triple star, a very easy pair, and & very 
dificult one, all three physically connécted, 
and forming one system held together by 
mutual gravitation. 11 Monocerotis is 
another fine triple system. Monoceros 
(the Unicorn) is a small constellation 
to the East of Orion, with no bright stars, 
but containing many objects of telescopic 
interest. Sirius himself, as is well known, 
is a binary system, but his faint com- 
panion requires a powerful and very 
perfect telescope to show it. Sir Howard 
Grubb’s telescope at Armagh shows it 
beautifully, I helieve—it is the smallest 
object-glass that has ever been known to 
do so—a tribute to the excellence of 
Grubb’s optical work. 

There are two naked-eye star clusters in 
this sm pie ga in (Cancer, already 
mentioned, and Messier ó5 Geminorum. 
The first can be resolved into stars with 
any old-telescope at all. Even a pair of 
very ordinary binoculars will manage. it. 
The other is a beautiful object for a fairly 
good glass of two to three inches diameter. 
Another fine cluster, Messier 50, can be 
found by pointing the telescope to Rigel, 
with a low power on, and waiting an hour 
and fifty minutes, when the cluster will 
glide into the field. A similar method 
may be used to find 11 Monocerotis. Point 
the telescope to the star 49 Orionis, a little 
south of the point of the Sword, and wait 
for forty-seven minutes. The cluster 41 
Messier, about 4 degrees south of Sirius, 
is also worth looking up. It is easily 
found, owing to. its position near the 
brilliant Dog-star, but is liable to be 
obscured by vapour, from its nearness to 
the Southern horizon. | 


LINES FOR THE TRANSIT INSTRUMENT. 


We in Armagh can go one better than 
Dunsink We do not need to go to the 
Island of Mauritius for our spider lines, 
since the lhttle spider known as epeira 
diadema is abundant in our hedge-rows, 
and produces lines second to none for the 
transit instrument. They can be had of 
any desired fineness. You have only .to 
pick out a spider sufficiently small—and 
it is not the English .sparrow that has 
caused embarrassment in their collection, 
but the shortage of hairpins. A hairpin 
is an ideal instrument for collecting croéss- 
lines, and conveying them to the telescope ; 
-but, since the fair sex took to bobbing and 
shingling. and hairpins went out of 
fashion, the astronomer at Armagh has 
had to devise special means for collecting 
lines from the spider-webs. There will 
not be a shortage of time at Armagh as 
Jong as the geometrical spider continues 
to inhabit the neighbourhood. It may be 
added that it was recently pointed out by 
the distinguished ‘Bélgian astronomér, M. 
Felix le Roy, that the web of this remark- 
able spider is a spiral of the same order 
as that of the Spiral Nebulz.

An Irish Admiral.

The ing of Ireland and France to- 
day aly come Be Stadium marks the open- 
ing of the 1951 international Rugby 
football season. The team to 
meet France on New Year's Day always 
finds itself confronted with an arduous 
task. This will be Ireland’s eighteenth 
meeting with the newest-comer to the 
Championship, and of these encounters 
she has won on thirteen occasioms, as com- 

ared with France's four victories. The 

rench XV. is always an unknown powcr 
at the outset of every season, and the re- 
volt of many of the most famous clubs 
in France and the subsequent forming of 
a schismatic control, known as the 
‘“Tournoi des Douse,” has made matters 
even more complicated than usual, and 
has given birth to an almost completely 
new French team. The French XV. of 
last season reached a high mark of ex- 
cellence in the history of the game in 
their country. Their victories over Ireland 
and Scotland were well merited, and, had 
not the fighting instinct manifested itself 
amongst the forwards in their last match 
against Wales, the Championship might 
well have gone to the Continent. 


Musical Seals. 


The illustration in a recent issue of a 
sea lion playing the National Anthem on 
a trumpet at Olympia reminds me of the 
taste for music of our own grey seals. 
Some time ago two friends of mine were 


‘geated on a ledge of rock under a cliff, 


near one of the seal caves on the Sligo 
coast, when a seal rose within a few yards 
of ther. One of my friends began to 
sing, and the seal floated motionlessly on 
the calm sea, watching her intently with 
great brown eyes, like a huge dog, while 
she sang through every thing that she 
could remember, including a goodly por- 
tion of the Scottish metrical version of the 
Psalms. This performance lasted for more 
than half-an-hour, and at the last note 
the seal sank as noiselessly as it had 
risen, hardly leaving a ripple to show 
where it had been. 
Many photographers 
“snap ” these. seals, but they nearly 
always dive at the critical moment. Per- 
haps, if they tried the re-assuring effects 
of music, they might be more successful.

Seals’ Caves. 


In the estuaries of the salmon rivers the 
seals have a price on their heads offered by 
the conservators, or by the owners of the 
fisheries; but on the rocky coasts, where 
their breeding caves are situated, they are 
seldom shot, owing to the restrictions on 
the use of rifles. One of the best known 
of these caves is at the point.of Aughris 
Head, but an even more remarkable one 
is Pullaroan, about four miles further 
west. This cave is usually the home of 
from four to eight seals, including young 
ones. At low tide it is possible to wade 
into its mouth, and a swimmer could ex- 
plore the depths if it were not for the seals. 
From the mouth of the cave the young 
seals can be heard baying like young pups ; 
but no human eye, in modern times at 
least, has seen the ledge or underground 
beach, which is their nursery. Bathers 
near these caves have often been alarmed 
by seals rising to breathe within a few 
yards of them ; but their fears are unneces- 
sary, since the seals are not dangerous, 
unless they are attacked or their young 
are disturbed. 


Che “ Folly.” 


In old Dublin records there are several 
allusions to the “ Folly ” which appears 
to have been located on the Liffey Strand, 
near the present Sandwith street. A 
“ folly ” was the popular name for any 
costly structure whose erection suggested 
that the builder had more money than 
sense. There is, of course, another mean- 
ing. These sites were often associated 
with watgh-houses or towers, which, since 
their purpose was not understood, were 
dismissed by our forefathers as “ follies.’’ 

On the Down Survey Map of Dublin 
“ Andrews Folly ’’ is marked on the Liffey 
foreshore, and there is an allusion to this 
landmark in the Corporate Records for 
1666. Again, Dr. Mann tells the story 
in his memoirs of “ Clenahan’s Folly.” 
About 1750 Dr. Mann, subsequently 
Bishop of Cork, who acted as chaplain to 
Lord Chancellor Jocelyn, was passing one 
day through the hall of the latter s house 
in St. Stephen's Green, and noticed an old 
man whose appearance indicated better 
days. The doctor learnt that his name 
was Clenahan, and that he had made 
money as a brazier in Back lane.

Lack of Public Contidence. 


Ainerica experienced a phase of adversity 
more severe than could have been contem- 
plated a year or so ago, and the reduction In 
the purchasing power of a country with a 
population ol 120 mullions was an important 
fdctor in the world economic depression. 
There was also the. circumstance that the 
drop in the price of silver to the low record 
figure of 141ed: per ounce, touched on the 
last day of the year, greatly reduced the pur- 
chasing power of some hundreds of millions 
in the East. In the circumstances it 1s, per- 
haps, not surprising that unfavourable con- 
ditions at home became accentuated during 
the year, indications of which were provided 
by numerous vompany reports announcing 
diminished profits and dividends, while in 
some cases even the Preference interest had 
to be postponed. Anotlier circumstance was 
that the untoward events of 1929, such as the 
Hatry collapse and the exceedingly unfavour- 
able announcements made regarding various 
undertakings, particularly the combined Pulp 
Paper Milis and the Inveresk Paper Co., 
tended to weaken public confidence in the 
outlook. Throughout the year there was some- 
thing like distrust of all speculative securi- 
ties, and this undoubtedly contributed to the 
almost general decline in market quotations. 
This distrust was a contributory cause of the 
appreciation in first-class investment stocks, 
for any available capital was usually em- 
ployed in ‘“‘safety first’’ securities. As a 
result of cheaper money the Government was 
able to borrow on more favourable terms, 
especially ‘upon Treasury bills, and one im- 
portant financial operation was the replace- 
ment of the remnant of the 4 per cent. tax 
free War Loan by an issue of 4 per cent. 
Treasury bonds. There was much discussion 
of a scheme for the conversion of the 5 per 
cent. War Loan, but the year closed with no 
announcement of the Government's intentions 
in this important matter. 


The Rise in Gilt-edged Stock. 


With the reduction in ‘the Bank rate to 

per cent. on May 1 last, the interest rate 
allowed by the clearing banks in ihe Metro- 
politan area was reduced to 1 per cent., and 
this also contributed. to the improvement in 
investment stocks.. The Budget was a some- 
what unsettling influence, for it announced an 
increase sn the standard rate of income tax 
trom 4s. to-4s. 6d. in the £. Afterwards the 
unsettling effects of this was accentuated by 
the steady growth in the expenditure upon 
social services, the indication that the growth 
would continue, and the absence of any 
apparent attempt to effect economies in the 
national expenditure. Initiative and enter- 
rise, therefore, have been almost lacking 

th in industry and the Stock Exchange, 
and the favourable effects of a period of 
really cheap money have been confined to 
investment securities. To indicate the vear’s 
movement in the funds, we may refer to the 
7 per cent. Conversion Loan, which rose from 
744 to 834. By this movement the vield 
from this particular stock was reduced from
